Tigert Defends Mountain 
Pegiple of Kentucky at 
N. E. A. Meeting 

Chicago. — A plea that American edu- 
oatlonal Institutions place greater 
stress on "^e old fashioned virtues of 

honesty, Justice and decency" and less 
on the subjects generally termed 
"highbrow," was made by John J. 
Tigert, United States Commissioner ot 
Education In an^ address ' before the 
National Education Association de- 
partment of superintendents conven- 
Uon. 

"If we cannot teach theais virtues 

along Trtth modem thoaght, th*n we 
had better- dismantle our splendidly 
' o'luipped institutions and return to the 
old log school house," said Mr. Tigert 
~In the words of a famous evangelist. 
'I would rather have my boy in heaven 
learning ..klS'' A B C's than In /hell 
reading .lAtln and areek.' We had 
better have.oltlsens who have dikrao- 
ter. and little erudition than cltlsens 
whose knowledge Is a peril to society. 

"The man who discovered that sur- 
gical instruments should be sharp 
made an important diacovery, but 
much more important was tbe discov- 
ery that they should be sterilized. Bet- 
tair to liave a dull knife that is clean 
than a sharp one that la foul. 

"Germany showed us plainly the 
evil of educ^ttion for cttlturc :ind cf ' 
flclency without proper aocial atti- 
tude. Oermany ralaed the efficiency 
ot education In the nth power, but 
this efficiency was diyeoted into a 
spring at the throat of the world and 
brought on a pentecost ot calamity 
that almost destroyed olvlUsatlon. 

"A learned man has sa(d that 4,S00 
college profeasors caused the World 
War. and he refers to the 4.200 pro- 
fessors who so efficiently taught the 
Oermans that "might Is rlgl}t' /We 
are supermen and Ood demands de- 
struction of the weaker people aibout 
ua' aind "now abide faith, hope and hate 
and the greatest of these Is hate.' 

"Illiterates are not all bad citizens, 
nor are they altogether Inefficient Nor 
la anything farther from the truth than 
the general belief tbat our Illiterates 
are mostly nej^roes and the mountain 
whUi s of th, .South, The real centers 
ot Illiteracy are the big manufacturing 
States, Maaaachuaatta, New York, 
Peimsylvahla and IlUnola.
